And he that wineth 
Souls is wiſe ; he is wiſe, not for him- 
ſelf alone, but for the Benefit of others, 
wining them to God and Goodneſs, which 


is his Wiſdom too. Thus muſt a Reformer 


indeavour to do good, and only in flagrant 
Caſes, ſuch heinous Crimes, and Iniquities, as 


are puniſhable by the Judges, and eſpecially 


when openly and obſtinatly committed, then 
call in the Magiſtrate's Help; not of Ha- 
tred or ill Will to the Perſon, but to the Sin, 
and with the ſame ſaving Aim and Defign, fol- 
lowing the Indeavours every way, with ear- 
neſt Prayers unto Heaven, that Salvation 
may be the Iſſue of all. This is ultimately 
the right Reformer's Scope; which, 

2. HE indeavours in the beſt manner that he is 
-able; i. e. with the utmoſt Prudence and Di- 


ſcretion, with reſpect to the End aimed at. He 
will be as the wiſe Chirurgeon, or Phyfic ian, 


who does not apply one ſort of Plaiſter to eve- 
ry Sore, nor give the ſame Medicine to every 


Patient; but diverſifies the Remedy, as the 
Nature of the Diſtemper, and Condition of 
the patient do require.

(,) THE gentle and mild way, which ſhould 
ever be kr choſen, if likelieſt to reach 
the End. This will have place, where the 
Sins are not ſo heinous; or the manner of 
committing them ſo aggravated and heigh- 
ten'd ; or the Temper, or Circumſtances of 
the Offender ſuch, as makes this beſt, and 
moſt likely to be followed with good Effect. 
1. WHERE the Sins are not ſo heinous. Some 
Sins have not that en in them, nor 
are of that pernicious Tendency as others; 
therefore are to be differenced in the Animad- 
verſion made on them, and way of dealin 
with the Guilty about them. The Romans had 
their Faſces & ſecures, Rods and Axes; the 
former for lefler. Faults, and the latter for 
heinous capital Crimes: ſuch Diſtinction the 
Nature of the Thing calls for, and that not 
only as to the Sentence and Puniſhment, but 
(ceteris paribys, if no Circumſtance perſwade 
otherwiſe) in the manner of dealing with the 
Guilty upon them; tho? all Sin is to be hated, 
and none to be favour'd, or countenanc'd, yet 
the wiſe Reformer will diſtinguiſh between 
Motes and Beams.
